The statement, “Thy testimo- 
nies are wonderful” (Psalm 119: 
129) is nowhere more strikingly 
i‘Justrated and true than in the 
Look of Jude. No photographer ; 
ever made a better likeness and | 
no scientist with his X-Ray ever | 
made a truer photograph than} 
Jude has made concerning “Cer- | 
tain Men.”

mockers, and who are to make 
ihbeir appearance in the 
days.

This is established beyond a} 
doubt by comparing two pas- 
sages in Jude with two passages | 
in Second Peter. 


First: Jude’s Certain men are 
false teachers. In Jude we read, 
“Certain Men have crept in un- 
awares * * * denying the only 
Lord God, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” In second Peter we 
read, “There shall be false 
teachers, among you, who privi- 
ly shall bring in damnable 
heresies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them.” (2 Peter 2: 
1.) The indertity is complete. 
The “Certain Men” are false 
teachers. 


Second: These certain men 
are to arise in the last days. In 
Jude we read, “Remember ye 
the words which were spoken 
before of the apostles of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; how that 
they told you there should be 
mockers, in the last time, who 
should walk after their own un- 
(Jude 17,18.) 


In Second Peter read, “That 
ye may be mindful of the words | 
which were spoken before by} 
the holy prophets, and of the 
commandment of us_ the 
epostles of the Lord and Savior: 
knowing this first, that there 
¢hall come in the last days scoff- | 
ers, walking after their own 
lusts, and saying, Whereis the 
promise of his coming?” 
(2 Peter 3:2-4.) 


These Scriptures are suffi- 
cient, for they are conclusive. 
No room for doubt about these 
men being false teachers, mock- 
ers and scoffers, and that they 
ere to appear in the last days. 
We do not say there were none 
of these men in the early days 
of the church, but we also want 
to notice them as they appear 
Low in these last days. 








If any should question the 
import of the words “last days” 
let them remember that the ex- 
pression refers to the days 
which elose this age and im- 
mediately precede the Lord’s 
coming. The parallel passage 
ir. Second Peter tells of the 
judgment that the day of the 
Lord, when He comes “as a thief 
in the night,” will bring upon 
these mockers who deny His 
coming. In Jude, not only is 

*he same warning given, but the 
little epistle assu ces those who 
contend for the jaith, that they 





shall be presented faultiess, be- 


fore the presence of His glory 
with exceeding joy. 

Jude presents apostate teach- 
ers gone to their full length, and 
therefore, gives no uncertain 
sound either in description, in 
‘ condemnation, or in clarion call 
‘o contend earnestly for the 
faith once delivered to the 
saints. 

Ungodly Men. 

These certaii: men are ungod- 
ly men. They may claim to be 
| godly, and may be of th2 same 
class referred to by Paul who 
have “A form of godliness.” 
| (2 Tim. 3:5.) These are evi- 
| Gently the same class Peter re- 


| ferred to when he said, “And if 
| the righteous scarcely be saved, 


where shall the ungodly and 
sinner appear.” (1 Peter 4:18.) 
And they must have the ap- 
pearance of pious men or they 
could not be among the saints, 
‘nd mingle with them in their 
feasts of charity (Jude 12) un- 
noticed. Since it is true that 
such men will be among us it 
hecomes necessary for us to be 


“on the watchout for them lest 
. we get polluted and fall short of 
_ the grace and glory provided for 


us. It is time for us to know 
our men and know them well. 


Turning the grace of 
God into Lasciviousness 


These ungodly men pious as 
they may seem to be, are not 
charged with personal lasciv- 
iousness, but they are charged 
with turning the grace of God 
into lasciviousness If they were 
guilty of lasciviousness them- 


selves they would soon be ex- 


posed, because one that is lust- 
ful, wanton, loose, and unchaste 
cannot hide their wickedness 
Jong. 


God’s grace reaches down to 
the vilest sinner and lifts him 
p through redemption into per- 
fect whiteness: When he is 
hioodwashed he is ready to take 
rart with the saints in thei: 
feasts of charity. But these 
men take advantage and turn 
the favor and love of God and 
spiritual excellence into lascivi- 
cusness. They make the blood 
of the cross of no value. They 
say “cultivate, educate, grad- 
ually grow into holiness.” They 
reject instantanious sanctifica- 
tion by the blood of Jesus Christ 
being applied to the heart of the 
believer. They accept loose un- 
chaste religion, and by soical re- 
~eneration and by exerting their 
cwn manhood try to lift them- 
selves up to appear like a saint. 
Those who deny the power of 
the blood would make God wel- 
come into His holy presence the 
‘mwashed, the unclean, the 
urrupt and the guilty; They 
nake the Holy God unholy; they 
make His grace lasciviousness. 


Denying the Lord. 
These certain men must be 
the same ones that Paul wrote 
about. Hesaidofthem, “They 
profess to know God; but in 
works. they deny him, being a- 
bominable and disobedient, and 





unto every good wedk repro- 
bate.” (Titus 1:16.) When Je- 
sus says that the Holy Ghost 


| will speak when He comes in to 


abide, they say He won’t. When 
Jesus says the signs will follow 
believers, they say “nonsense.” 
They deny Him. When Jesus 
uys, “I will come and heal him,’, 
ttey say healing is out of date. 


'n fact they deny Jesus and His | 


power to perform miracles in 
these days. They reject sancti- 
fication by the blood; they reject 
healing in the atonement; they 
reject the tongues as the evi- 
cence of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, and everything else that 
‘rosses their own opinions. 
These men may have a form of 
godliness but deny the power. 
(2 Tim. 3:5.) 


Have Crept in Unawares 


There have always been apos- 
‘ate teachers, but formerly the 
‘eaders have been outside the 
church. Tom Payne, the 
avowed infidel was outside the 

hurch. Many other opposers 
to the Christian religion have 
aught their infidel doctrine 
outside the church, but these 
certain men have crept in. 
‘hese certain men have a right 
‘o liberty of conscience, but why 
should they seek fellowship 
with those who are holding forth 
the Word of life in its purity? 
Outside the camp, they are 
enemies; inside, they are 
t:aitors. Judas was a traitor. 
‘Ie was inside the ring and be- 
came a traitor. They are the 
worst sort of enemies. It seems 
impossible for a man to claim 
ic be a man and become a trai- 
tor. This is certainly the low- 
est, most degraded, the most 
dutrageous, the meanest man on 
carth. I hardly see how a man 
can stoop as low as to be placed 
in this class, but they do. And 
these certain men have crept 
inside to Jo their dastardly acts. 


These men outside the church 
have a perfect right to preach 
“another gospel which is not | 
another,” (Gal. 1:6,7) but they | 


have no right to bring their per- 


versions and heresies, and re- 
‘ellious notions inside’ the 
church. But right there is 
where they are found. Would 
not have been any need for 
varnings if they were to be on 
the outside. Everybody knows 
there are plenty of outsiders to 
yppose, but the warning comes 
Lo show that these certain men 
will wedge themselves on the in- 
side. 

Ana tums agrees with Paul’s 
~tatement where he said, “Fo: I 
know this. that after my de- 
parting shall grievous wolves 
‘nter in among you, not spar- 
ing the flock. Also of your own 
selves shall men arise, speaking 
perverse things to draw away 
disciples after them.” (Acts 20: 
29, 30.) 


Let men of God, those who 
have the oversight, and are 
watching for the souls of their 
flocks beware ofthese “cer- 
tain men”, that may have 
crept in unawares. Now is the 
time to keep your eyes open. We 

ave had enough false teachers, 
“nd more traitors than we want 


anymore. Listen! “Though we, 


o1 an angel from heaven, preach 


any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed.” 
(Gal. 1:8.) This should be taken 
#8 serious now as when it was 
first written. 
Spots in Your Feasts. 

How can this be? But it 
must be true. Let the angels 
weep! “Reprobates concerning 

he faith,” sitting at a feast with 
the faithful! 

Let the heavens marvel! 
Those who “have departed from 
he faith,” if they have ever 
been in the faith, sitting at food 
with those who are “nourished 
‘p in the words of faith and of 
sood doctrine.” 

Let the saints tremble! Those 
who have wandered away from 
the faith, and turned the grace 
‘f God into lasciviousness, sit- 
ting at the table with those who 
“fight the good fight of faith.” 

Oh, what shall we do? Shall 
we feast with them? Shall the 
eg Wisdom that cometh down 
| trom above” feast with “the 
wisdom of this world’—the 
same wisdom that crucified the 
Lord of glory? 

Shall those who believe in the 
shed blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to atone for our sins fel- 
lowship with those who par- 


ye<¢ke.of.the Lord’s Supper, but 


cenies the precious blood of the 
cross? 

Oh, this seems so _ unreal! 
Can it be possible that these 
certain men who are spots in 
cur feasts can come in among 
us and sit at the Lord’s table 
with us and we will not know 
them? 

Some one _ has said that the 
‘jteral translation of this pas 

age is “sunken rocks in you: 
love feasts.” Whether this 
vanslation is correct or not ii 
carries with it the thought of 
‘eception. Sunken rocks: 
Rocks just below the surface of 
the water, just low enough to be 
ut. of sight, but high enough to 
burst a hole in the bottom of 
the vessel as it floats over then: 


Think of Juae’s Certain Men 
as “sunken rocks,” hidden 
1iocks, danger points in ow 
feasts.” Rocks where hun 
dreds “concerning faith have 
wade shipwreck;” rocks where 
multitudes having ‘departed 
fom the faith” have “turnec 
aside unto Satan.” 

I am sure now that some o 
these have already been among 
us, but they have been like the 
“sunken rocks,” could not be 
seen as such. I wonder if there 
are some among us today! I 
wonder if others will creep in 

nnoticed. Jude and Peter anc 
Faul all teach us that these 
“certain men” will slip in among 
us and do their deadly work. 
But the Lord is giving more wis- 
dom. They will be located, 
but maybe not until they have 
wrecked more “ships.” How 
careful we must be! Our very 
keenest senses must be on the 
alert to discover them before 
they “shipwreck” others. 





Despise Dominion and Speak 
Evil of Dignities. 


Peter says they “despise gov- 
ernment.” Find a man that de- 
spises government and you can 
name him one of Jude’s certain 





men, whether he 
cutside. He will do to mark, be- 
cause he will cause division at 
uis first opportunity. (Rom. 16: 
.7.), 


These men will put their con- 
science above God’s Word. 
Shey will accept no sovereignty 
uther than their wills. They 
ere selfwilled, and yet they wili 
try to make it appear that they 
are submissive. But they will 
rot submit to anything that 
coes not suit them. 


When they have rejected gov- 
cinment, it is an easy matter to 
.peak evil of dignities—those i. 
. position of higher rank thai. 
.hemselves. They become s 
sold about it that they wouk 
cause Michael, the archangel, tc 
blush. He would notrail a 
gainst the devil. He had more re 
spect for Satan than these cer- 
iain men dofor thosein au 
thority in the Church. The) 

can be detected when govern 
vent is enforced. They will ob 
ject and rebel because they de- 
spise dominion and will not sub- 
mit to rule. All right, let them 
20, for they are Jude’s certain 
men. No use <o persuade them 
for they are corrupt and will re- 
main so. They speak evil oi 
things they know not;and as 
inational animals they corrupt 
Lhemselves. 


Gone in the way of Cain. 


Jude says, “Woe unto them.” 
They will meet God on common 
Zround, parading their ‘won- 
dvous works,” their ‘“achieve- 
ents,” their vain “reasonings.” 
The “way of Cain” is better 
to them than that of Abe’. Their

(he men of God that. stand out 
a3 seers, but they press them- 
-elves into the seership. They 
not only witnstanda faithful 
ulinistry, but seek to direct it. 
They make themselves leaders. 
but like Korah they will perish. 
They run high for a while, but 
alas, they soon perish and are 
cut of the way. 


i hese Certain Men Are Mockers 


The advent of mockers during 
tbe last days is a definite proph- 
cey of Scripture. False teach- 
ers, with Korah defiance, will 
ever mock the mer who stand 
unflinchingly for the things of 
God, and the things for-which 
they stand. 


Saying nothing of the fact 
that many of the world’s best 
men, are men yielded to the 
(oly Spirit, and standing solid 
on the side of truth; yet, to 
these “certain men,” mockers

Critical teachers, advanced 
thinkers, ‘new light” preachers, 
are clouds that promise rain 
ut give none, Such men never 
cause the people to revive and 
3row as the corm.
